Thci 
sale of liquor has fallen off more than two 
thirds: morn than one-half of tho state is 
absolutely free from it; the corner groceries 
nnd taverns have gone forever; so, too, have 
nil the evidences of poverty and suffering.

Franklin, Oxford, and Somerset, have been 
IcnnnileKs for more tlmn n year, and I pre- 
sume tin: same is fnio of scvoml other 
counties.
